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Province's $l66M budget 
surplus likely to shrink 

Government's numbers don't take rising fuel costs into account

The good news is that Nova 
Scotia’s $166 million above 
budget just four months in¬ 
to the fiscal year. 

The bad news is that 
number is likely to come 
down as it doesn’t include 
the costs from higher gas 
prices. 

The government released 
its first of three budget fore¬ 
casts yesterday, and showed 
off a huge increase in funds, 
mostly due to petroleum 


royalties and the federal 
crown share adjustment 
payment. 

But finance minister 
Michael Baker warned the 
numbers don’t take higher 
fuel prices into account be¬ 
cause they just don’t yet 
know how much effect 
there will be. 

“We do not know what 


the price of, for example, 
diesel or home heating fuel 
will be in the fall,” said Bak¬ 
er. “It is quite possible those 
numbers could change. 

“We are looking at... sig¬ 
nificantly more volatility 
than we have seen in many 
years.” 

The province is currently 
projecting a surplus of $355 


million. That’s even after an 
expense increase of about 
$18 million. 

The NDP immediately 
called for the government 
to put some of the money to 
good use. NDP MLA Graham 
Steele said it was striking 
the figures were so much 
higher than predicted only 
four months ago. 

“At budget time, the gov¬ 
ernment said they could no 
longer afford to keep the 
GST off electricity. And now 
their revenues are $166 mil¬ 
lion dollars more than they 
predicted only four months 


ago. That’s got to be the be¬ 
ginning — admit they made 
a mistake and re-imple- 
ment the reduction of GST 
on home heating.” 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil said he was sur¬ 
prised the government 
couldn’t factor in fuel costs, 
and said the province needs 
to immediately work on a 
long-term energy strategy. 

The overall expected 
growth of the gross domes¬ 
tic product remained un¬ 
changed at 1.7 per cent. The 
next budget forecast will 
hit in December.

“We spoke to a number of 
people who heard the shots 
and there was a group of 
youth ... with him when we 
arrived,” Carr said. 

“We spoke with all of 
them; we don’t believe it 
was a random act — he’s 
known to police.” 

Carr said community 
members have no reason to 
be afraid because it was not 
a random act and was likely 
connected to drugs. 

“It usually all leads back 
to drugs,” he said.

We need all the 
meat products we can get,” 
Boutilier said yesterday. He

ing Maple Leaf products 
sold under different brand 
names. 

Boutilier is concerned 
about the home supplies of 
people who use the food 
bank. 

“They don’t have the 
means to go and replace 
(the tainted meat),” he said. 
“They’re struggling to buy 
any meat.” 

Jackie Crichton, of the 
Canadian Council of Gro¬ 
cery Distributors, said its 
members have been ad¬ 
vised to remove all affected 
items from their shelves 
and compensate customers. 


“They will be issuing re¬ 
funds,” Crichton added. 

The CCGD includes the 
Atlantic Superstore, Sobeys 
and Costco. A check of local 
stores yesterday indicated 
they were offering refunds 
on affected meat, regardless 
of proof of purchase or re¬ 
ceipt. The affected meat is 
marked as from Establish¬ 
ment 97B. That number is 
located near the “best be¬ 
fore” or “packed on” dates. 
Contaminated food may not 
look or smell spoiled. 

When contacted yester¬ 
day, Maple Leaf couldn’t say 
how much affected meat 
had made its way to Halifax.

yesterday issued a warning 
about the dangers of illicit 
drugs after an inmate at a 
federal halfway house in 
metro died on the weekend. 

Bruce Reginald Smith, 27, 
of Bridgewater, died in po¬ 
lice custody Saturday after a 
brief escape from the Car- 
leton Centre at 5853 Col¬ 
lege St. around 2:30 a.m. 

Staff at the centre called 
police when Smith and an¬ 
other inmate showed signs 
of intoxication. 

When police arrived, 
Smith fled to an upstairs 
washroom and leapt out the 
window. He was caught and 
took him to hospital for 
cuts and scrapes but he had 
a heart attack and died just 
after 7 a.m. 

The other man was arrest¬ 
ed without incident. 

Police still don’t know 
how Smith died, but say it 
was likely related to drugs. 

Theresa Rath, spokes¬ 
woman with the Halifax Re¬ 
gional Police, said an autop¬ 
sy was performed Saturday, 
but further tests are re¬ 
quired to determine the 
cause of death, adding “it

He was given a statutory 
release May 28, 2008. 

Police reminded metro 
residents yesterday that the 
use of illicit drugs is not on¬ 
ly illegal, “but unsafe and 
detrimental to your health.” 

They said police respond¬ 
ed to three incidents Sun¬ 
day involving people who 
were highly agitated, sweat¬ 
ing profusely and experi¬ 
encing an elevated heart 
rate “as a result of having 
consumed illicit drugs.”

The premier has been 
vocal about his opposition 
to Liberal Leader 
Stephane Dion’s Green 
Shift plan which includes 
tax on carbon in ex¬ 
change for income tax re¬ 
bates. 

MacDonald says a car¬ 
bon tax will dispropor¬ 
tionately penalize Nova 


Scotians because of the 
province’s heavy reliance 
on fossil fuels for home 
heating and electricity. 

Nova Scotia Liberal MP 
Scott Brison challenged 
the premier to an energy 
debate last week to dis¬ 
cuss the details of the Lib¬ 
eral energy plan in com¬ 
parison to the Tory energy 
plan. 

He accused MacDonald 
of being the prime minis¬ 
ter’s “lapdog” and speak¬ 
ing out against the Green 
Shift to remain in 
Stephen Harper’s favour. 

But yesterday, MacDon¬ 
ald said he doesn’t neces¬ 
sarily support the Harper 
government’s energy plan 
either. 


“The big difference that 
I see at the present time,” 
he said. “Is that the feder¬ 
al government has indi¬

bate about energy issues. 

He says the premier is 
not being honest with No¬ 
va Scotians about the fed¬ 
eral Conservative party’s 
energy plan, which in¬ 
cludes a cap-and-trade sys¬ 
tem and regulations to re¬ 
duce greenhouse gas 
emissions. 

He says Nova Scotians 
will have to pay out with 
a carbon tax, or a cap-and- 
trade system, but with 
Dion’s plan, they’ll at 
least benefit from income 
tax cuts. 

MacDonald said he 
hasn’t decided whether 
he’ll join Brison for the de¬ 
bate or not.

Rise in oil fuels 20% rise in asphalt costs

METRO HALIFAX 
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It seems we might as well 
be filling our potholes 
with gold. 

The province released its 
budget forecast yesterday 
and one of the biggest 
problems threatening its 
coffers is asphalt. 

The budget was unveiled 
just four months ago, but 
the rise in asphalt prices 


since then is expected to 
cost the province about 
$25 million this year. 

The province originally 
planned to spend $182 mil¬ 
lion on highways, but 
when the updated num¬ 
bers were shown yesterday 
that amount had risen by 
about 20 per cent. And it’s 
not because they’re mak¬ 
ing new routes. 

“This doesn’t mean we are 
building or repairing more 
roads. It just means that 


costs are rising for work al¬ 
ready slated,” said Finance 
Minister Michael Baker. 

Staff said asphalt prices 
have risen because the oil 
used to make it has gotten 
more expensive. This re¬ 
sults in the government 
having to shell out more 
for construction contracts. 

Also, oil prices are calcu¬ 
lated in U.S. dollars, so if 
the loonie drops in value it 
means the province ends 
up paying more for fuel.

When Listeria was discovered in the product, we launched immediate recalls to get it off the shelf. 

Then, we shut the plant down. 

In light of these new findings, the Company has made the additional decision to expand its product recall 
to include ALL production from the Bartor Road facility (Establishment # 97B) as a further precautionary 
measure, notwithstanding the fact that there is no evidence of Listeria contamination in product beyond the 
production lines originally under investigation. We expect this additional recall to be implemented swiftly, 
and a list of specific products and codes is available on the company website at www.mapleleaf.com. 

The retrieval of recalled food products to date has been highly effective and we are confident that all 
measures that could be taken to ensure the retrieval of these products have and will continue to be taken. 

This is the toughest situation we’ve faced in 100 years as a company. We know this has shaken your 
confidence in us. I commit to you that our actions are guided by putting your interests first.

Tories sidestep abortion debate 


The federal Conservatives 
have promised heavier 
punishments for crimes 
harming pregnant women 
in order to counter accusa¬ 
tions they could open new 
debate on abortion rights. 

The proposal is intended 
to supplant a private mem¬ 
ber’s bill by Alberta Tory 
MP Ken Epp that would 
create a separate criminal 
offence for injuring or 


killing a fetus, which crit¬ 
ics fear is a roundabout 
way of outlawing abortion. 

Justice Minister Rob 
Nicholson said yesterday 
he intends to introduce a 
bill that considers whether 
an attack victim was preg¬ 
nant an aggravating factor 
in sentencing. The bill 
would protect women, but 
“in a way that does not en¬ 
sure fetal rights.” 


“Our government will 
not reopen the debate on 
abortion,” Nicholson said. 
The bill went to great 
lengths to exclude women 
seeking an abortion from 
punishment under the 
criminal code, he added. 

The government’s pro¬ 
posed solution is already 
before the House of Com¬ 
mons, put forward last 
May by Liberal MP Brent 


St. Denis in a private mem¬ 
bers’ bill that makes tar¬ 
geting a pregnant woman 
a sentencing factor. 

Judges currently consid¬ 
er whether crimes are mo¬ 
tivated by hate or terror¬ 
ism, whether the victim 
was a minor or a spouse, or 
whether the act was per¬ 
formed for the benefit of 
an organized crime group.

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Maple Leaf shares 
battered on recall 


As the listeriosis death toll 
escalated yesterday, 
investors dumped Maple 
Leaf Foods Inc. shares 
amid uncertainty about 
the recall’s long-term 
effect on Maple Leaf’s 
business and brand image. 

The company’s shares 
sank 10 per cent to $8.80 in 
Toronto yesterday. Maple 
Leaf’s shares have plunged 
21 per cent since the first 
product recall a week ago. 

Company officials 
warned yesterday that the 
costs tied to the recall 
could well exceed its initial 
$20-million estimate. Chief 
financial officer Michael 
Vels said that estimate 
doesn’t include future lost 
sales or increased spend¬ 
ing on ads to lure cus¬ 
tomers back to its products 


in the wake of a nation¬ 
wide listeriosis outbreak 
that health officials yester¬ 
day linked to 12 deaths. 

Vels also indicated the 
company is prepared to 
spend whatever it takes to 
restore its name, but could¬ 
n’t give an estimate. The $20 
million earmarked so far 
will cover reimbursements 
and plant sanitization. 

“Damage control and fi¬ 
nancial minimization at a 
time like this has not even 
been considered,” Vels said 
in a conference call yester¬ 
day. “As an investor, that 
may not be what you want 
to hear, but 100 per cent of 
our focus over the weekend 
has been to identify to our 
customers the roughly 220 
products we’re recalling.”

The Canadian Olympic 
Committee has more than 
$180 million in trust and 
should start using some of 
that money to subsidize 
our athletes, according to 
the most prominent private 
fundraiser in this country. 

Jane Roos, who has in the 
past decade provided hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dol¬ 
lars to our Olympians from 
donations to her 
www.canadianathletes- 
now.ca website, told Metro 
in an interview yesterday 
she knows “for a fact” the 
COC is keeping quiet about 


its bulky trust fund. 

“Even though the COC 
constantly cries poor,” Roos 
said, “they have plenty of 
money to give to our ath¬ 
letes. That’s not common 
knowledge, but it’s the 
truth.” 

Roos was irked yesterday 
by a Globe and Mail story in 
which COC chief Chris 
Rudge, reflecting on Cana¬ 
da’s performance at the Bei¬ 
jing Olympics this month, 
was quoted as saying he is 
appealing to Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper for $30 mil¬ 
lion in order to make Cana¬ 
da more competitive at the 
next Summer Games, in 
2012 at London. 

“Rudge should get the 
money from the govern¬ 
ment, yes,” Roos said, “but 
use some of the $180 mil- 
lion-plus the COC has in 
trust, too. What is that 
money put aside for? You

Does your teen girl want 
to have breast augmen¬ 
tation or liposuction? 

Try to delay this as long 
as possible, and the urge 
may even disappear, 
suggests a recent paper 
in the Journal of Adoles¬ 
cent Health. 

“I think 22 should be 
the minimum age for any 
kind of breast implants, 
because younger women 
don’t fully appreciate the 
long-term financial and 
medical commitment in¬ 
volved,” says lead author 
Dr. Diana Zuckerman, 
(PhD), president of the 
National Research Center 
for Women & Families in 
Washington, D.C. 

In addition, she says, 
women under 22 should 
not have liposuction. For 
one thing, girls’ bodies 
are still maturing until 
that age and secondly, 
they should become more 
physically active rather 
than having liposuction, 
as this confers long-term 
health benefits. “Too 
many women are choos¬ 
ing liposuction instead of 
exercise,” she says. 

Teenage girls are noto¬ 
rious for hating parts of 
their bodies, but these 
negative feelings often 
neutralize as girls be¬ 
come more mature. Stud¬ 
ies show that body image 
often improves after age 
18, even without cosmet¬ 
ic surgery, report Dr. 
Zuckerman and co-author 


Dr. Anisha Abraham, a pe¬ 
diatrician at Georgetown 
University Medical Center 
in Washington. 

Yet the number of 
teenagers having cosmet¬ 
ic procedures has gone up 
dramatically in the last 10 
years. The American Soci¬ 
ety of Plastic Surgeons es¬ 
timates that more than 
333,000 cosmetic proce¬ 
dures were performed on 
people under age 18 in 
the U.S. in 2005, way up 
from 14,000 ten years ear¬ 
lier. The trend is similar 
in Canada. 

One-quarter of those 
procedures were surgical, 
including breast augmen¬ 
tation, liposuction, tum¬ 
my tucks, nose reshaping 
and ear surgery. 


Complications of breast 
implants increase over 
time, and include painful 
tightening or hardening 
of the scar tissue, implant 
rupture, and leaking, re¬ 
port Drs. Zuckerman and 
Abraham. A teenager who 
gets breast implants may 
require repeated surger¬ 
ies over her lifetime, as 
implants only typically 
last 10 years. Breast im¬ 
plants can also interfere 
with mammography and 
with breast feeding. 


Studies of women who 
have had breast augmen¬ 
tation show no improve¬ 
ment in their self-esteem 
over the long-term. In 
fact, these women are 
more likely to commit 
suicide than women who 
have not had this proce¬ 
dure done, the paper 
warns. 

For liposuction, risks 
include infection, exces¬ 
sive loss of fluids, and 
damage to skin, nerves or 
organs.

documentarian Morgan 
Spurlock takes his 
gumshoe act on the road 
with Where In the World 
Is Osama bin Laden?, a 
quest that’s only partly in 
jest. Whether the ap¬ 
proach gets him any¬ 
where is in the eye, and 
funny bone, of the be¬ 
holder. 

He’s after Osama bin 
Laden, the leader of A1 
Qaeda and mastermind of 
9/11. Spurlock reasons he 
alone can prevail where 
the FBI, the CIA and le¬ 
gions of other “War on 
Terror” troops have 
failed.

through to somebody, you 
go to their stomach with 
your soup,” she says. “(The 
remixes) are like soup. Peo¬ 
ple give in to their bodies;

Ono, 75, has led an un¬ 
precedented lifelong ca¬ 
reer as a visual, conceptual 
and musical artist of the 
avant-garde, a fact over¬ 
shadowed by her marriage 
to John Lennon. 

In the late 60s, Ono and 
Lennon spearheaded a 
number of peace rallies 
and bed-ins, the second of

Ono herself seems sur¬ 
prised by the song’s lasting 
impact, not to mention the 
remix project’s recent top¬ 
ping of Billboard’s Hot 
Dance Club Play charts. 

“We just did whatever 
we could and never looked 
back,” she says of her mu¬ 
sical and activist collabora¬ 
tions with Lennon. “At the 
time, the bed-in was the 
most important thing we 
were doing.”

“Is it a reality TV show?” 
Huey asks me over the 
phone. “I thought it was 
sort of a biography deal. 
You see, I haven’t seen the 
show ... (We) have this Be¬ 
hind the Music on MTV, 
and I’ve always like the 
Canadian approach to 
things; it’s a little loftier 
than what we get over here, 
so I thought ‘Why not?”’ 

The rough cut pilot is a 
cheerful, shambling affair 
— after a brief preamble, 
Lewis meets Wells and 
crew at the airport in Mon¬ 
tana where he lives, and 
drives them out to his 
ranch after a stop at the su¬ 
permarket to pick up sup¬ 
plies for dinner. He kits 
Wells out and takes him fly 
fishing, whereupon Lewis 
reveals he’s very conscien¬ 
tious about catch and re¬ 
lease. He wakes Wells up 
the next morning to take 
him to New York, where he 


introduces his son and the 
man who choreographed 
him for a stint in the 
Broadway run of Chicago. 

“It actually baffles me,” 
Lewis recalled. “When I got 
to Montana with the crew, I 
wondered ‘What did I do 
that for?’ It’s not like I’m 
selling anything, I have no 
record out. Why do some¬ 
thing like this? But I liked 
the people involved.” 

“I just thought fly fishing 
would be good. I love to fly 
fish. And it looks beautiful 
— it’s a beautiful place. 
When they said they want¬ 
ed to do something on me, 
I thought ‘Where would we 
do that?’ I initially thought 
Montana, because it’s pret¬ 


ty, but I don’t want to look 
like I’m retired. So I said 
let’s do it in New York. It 
was actually a day in each 
place.” 

Lewis, who still plays 80 
shows a year with his band, 
comes off well — proof of 
the rule that, if you want 
longevity in the music busi¬ 
ness, try to do something 
that looks dignified at 35 
and plausible at 58. Still, 
the producers of Where 
You At Baby? had better be 
hiding a few train wrecks 
up their sleeve if they want 
to escape a season of termi¬ 
nal affability.
